FARNSWORTH, England (UP>- 
A mysterious hole in the ground 
grew inch by inch across Farns­ 
worth today in a snakelike course 
threatening hundreds of persons 
with homelessness. 
J Like a slow motion earthquake, 
the trench was spreading at the 
rate of six inches an hour 24 hours 
alter it first appeared, 
j 
A number of houses were re­ 
ported to have fallen into the hoi'’ 
Other homes were leaning and 
cracking along its path. 
The fire department was put on 
emergency pumping duty because 
water was mysteriously flooding 
into the cavity as it spread. 
The same flooding was overflow­ 
ing into a railroad cut IOO yards 
from the site of the first collapse, 
threatening the main line from 
Manchester. 
Engineers thought a washed out 
sewer or an ancient abandoned 
coal mine might be the cause of 
the mysterious erosion. 
Today’s spread was causing onlv 
minor damage to houses along its 
course, but authorities feared that 
the affected houses might collapse 
at any moment. Efforts to prop 
them up were being hampered by 
a continuing rain.

As of midday. 120 families werp 
ordered to abandon their homes on 
this Friday the 13th. 
About 50 houses on three streets 
had plunged into the cavity by this 
I morning and police said it was 
. growing at the rate of six inches 
an hour.

Residents of other homes in the 
area were evacuated by police and 


I firemen. 
The mysterious hole started as a 
tiny cave-in in Fylde Street early 
yesterday, At dawn it suddenly 
spread into a gaping hole which 
.swallowed up two houses. 
Within minutes other houses on 
the block started trembling. Police 
ran down the street warning in­ 
habitants of the tiny, closely- 
packed, dwellings in this Lanca­ 
shire community. 
Many ran out into the streets 
in their pajamas and watched 
helplessly as their homes and be­ 
longings tumbled into the growing 
hole. 
By this morning thetzig-zag cav­ 
ity was 30 yards across, 800 yards, 
long and 20 to 30 feet deep. 
Cause of the hole was unknown.
